O rders were given to commence pump* 
ine an I also to the passengers to p u t 
on lit'* Belts anil be ready to get into 
th** boats, which were ordered to be 
put out.

Seven 
b o a ts got safely away, the life rafts 
■were cut adrift and the ste a m e r w ent 
down By th** Bow.

W h e n I rose to th e 
s u rfa c e I noticed a n u m b er of bodies 
lion i i n g. 
“ T ho Norge was afloat only about 
tw e n ty m inutes after striking." 
C aptain Gundell and another officer 
w e re picked up by a lifeboat and all 
w e re later rescued by the Energio. 
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Grimsby, Eng., July 5.— A lone pile 
of granite rising sheer out of the A t­ 
lantic 2110 miles from the 
Scottish 
m ainland is now a m onum ent to alm ost 
700 dead. 
Bodies wash against the 
rooks or lie in the ocean bed at Its 
base. 
Nearby, completely hidden iii 
t h e water, is the S< andinavian-Amer- 
lean liner Norge, which was carrying 
SUO Danes, Norwegians, Swedes and 
F in n s to join relatives or friends in 
America. 
O f these only about 
130 
w e re saved. 
No tragedy of the sea has had m ore 
appalling consequences and none has 
o ccurred in a sh o rter time. 
T h e pas­ 
se n g e rs were suddenly aroused from 
th e ir sleep terrified by the contact of 
t h e bows of the ship with th e solid 
granite, followed by a grinding, rasp* 
ing sound, as if the hull w as being 
Shored over huge rocks. T hen silence, 
a s the (danging hells brought the en 
glues to a stop. 
Those of the passen­ 
g ers who were standing at the tim e 
t h e s te a m e r struck the 
rock 
were 
th ro w n against the bulkheads o r on 
th e decks and had not recovered their 
feet when a stentorian voice gave the 
terrifying orders; 
“ All hands on deck. 
Hurry or you 
m a y sink. 


Fought to Reach the Deck. 
Im m ediately th e re was a rush for 
tho narrow companionways, and men 
ami women pushed and struggled and 
mad** every other effort to reach th e 
fleck where th** boats swung from the 
davits. 
Many persons, retaining their 


presence of mind, s«*!z« -I life p re -serv­ 
ers only to find in nome Instinct * that 
the string'- were rott* n and that they 
could not b** quickly put around their 
bodies.

Captain Gundell of the Norge Tells 
of the Wreck. 
Stornoway, Scotland, Ju ly 5.— T h ir­ 
ty-two survivors of-the Danish steam­ 
er Norge were landed here Monday 
by the British steamer Cernova. 
Sev­ 
enty survivors were also taken off the 
German steamer Energie. 
They were 
all in a pitiful condition. 
Many were 
taken to the hospital and most of them 
hail to be carried ashore. 
Among those oil hoard the Energie 
was Captain Gundell of the Norge. 
H e said: 
“ A ll went well until 
about 
8:25 
O’clock last Tuesday evening. 
W hen 
about twelve miles south of Rockall 
I felt the steamer strike on a sunken 
.wreck. 
I was on the bridge, and it was 
reported that there was about four 
feet of water iii the foremost hold. 
Orders were given to commend' pump­ 
ing and also to the passengers to put j 
on life belts and be ready to get into 
the boats, which were ordered to be 
put out. 
“ The crew worked under the lead­ 
ership of the 
chief 
otlicers. 
Seven 
boats got safely away, the life rafts 
were cut adrift and the steamer w’ent 
down by the bow. 
I went down with 
the steamer. 
M y right leg got jammed 
-4wuwm*rti. stanchions a n d aas 
very 
much injured. 
W hen I rose to the 
surface I noticed a number of bodies 
floating, 
“ The Norge was afloat only about 
twenty minutes after striking.” 
Captain Gundell and another officer 
were picked up by a lifeboat and all 
were later rescued by the Energie.

Grimsby, Eng., Ju ly 5.— A lone pile 
of granite rising sheer out of the A t­ 
lantic 290 miles from the 
Scottish 
mainland is now a monument to almost 
700 dead. 
Bodies wash against the 
rocks or lie in the ocean bed at its 
Lase. 
Nearby, completely hidden in 
the water, is the Scandinavian-Araer- 
lcan liner Norge, •which was carrying 
SOO Danes, Norwegians, Swedes and 
Finns to join relatives or friends in 
Am erica. 
Of these only about 130 
were saved. 
No tragedy of the sea has had more 
appalling consequences and none has 
occurred in a shorter time. 
The pas­ 
sengers were suddenly aroused from 
their sleep terrified by the contact of 
the bows of the ship with the solid 
granite, followed by a grinding, rasp­ 
ing sound, as if the hull was being 
shored over huge rocks. 
Then silence, 
as the clanging hells brought the en­ 
gines to a stop. 
Those of the passen­ 
gers who were standing at the time 
the steamer struck the 
rock 
were 
thrown against the bulkheads or on 
the decks and had not recovered their 
feet when a stentorian voice gave the 
terrifying orders: 
“ All hands on deck. 
Hurry or you 
m ay sink. 


Fought to Reach the Deck. 


Im mediately there was a rush for 
the narrow companionways, and men 
and women pushed and struggled and 
made every other effort to reach the 
fleck where the boats swung from the 
davits. 
Many, persons, retaining their 


A second boat, loaded principally with 
women and children, was 
lowered, 
but as soon as it touched the water 
the waves dashed it against the side 
of the ship in spite of the frantic ef­ 
forts of the passengers to send it off. 
Then the sea swallowed more victim s 
arid pieces of wreckage slowly drifted 
towards the rock. 
The upper deck of the Norge at the

Three Beats Got Away. 


Three boats 
successfully 
reached 
the sea. 
The passengers frantically 
pulled away from the doomed ship, 
passing by poor wretches who were 
still afloat and who vainly begged to 
be taken on board, while from the 
ship came long, despairing cries. 
The 
men 
in 
tho 
boat 
which 
reached Grimsby say they saw the 
captain still on the bridge and the pas­ 
sengers on deck in attitudes of resig­ 
nation. 
W h ile they looked the Norge 
plunged forward, her stern shot up in 
the air and 
she disappeared. 
The 
swimmers in the vicinity of the ship 
were drawn into the vortex, around 
which they swirled like chips in the 
maelstrom. 
But twelve minutes elaps­ 
ed from the time the ship struck un­ 
til she sank. 
A fine Scotch mist shut 
out the other survivors from the view 
of those who w7ere brought to Grim s­ 
by. 
The latter, as soon as their boat 
was clear of the scene of the wreck, 
tied a jacket to an oar and hoisted it.
